A Concert in India. 


We were once mi-gmtled enough t< 


inquire of Borne native officials in indii 
what instrument! oi miu>ic their town 
possessed, anJ were -waited upon next 
day, ill consequence, by all the mnsic- 
iauti o! the place. Firbt came a Krouj 
of nine women who gang some wild anc 
plaintive strains iu unison in a minoi 
kev; one of them 
kept time bj 


occasionally snapping her ringers, vbilc 
auotter performed a nide accompani- 
ment on a small barrel-shaped drum, 
tho ends of which were covered witli 
goatskin. Tlio head-dress of gome oi 
these singer* was peculiar, and consisted 
of folds of calico over the head anil 
round the tlinuit, uttlierlike the drap | 
erv of some orders of nuus, and similai j 
to'that given by painters to St. Anna, 
and other holy women of the Bible. The 
grouping ot these people, os they sat 
closu together ou tho ground, was ex- 
tremely picturesque : and listening to 
the sud sweetness i>t then- strains, one 
could easily imagine such to have been 
the appeaiance and the melody of the 
daughters of Jerunalem as they la- 
mented by the waters of Babylon. 


The singing ended, a man was seen to 


rise in the background, lifting un enor- 
mous brazen trumpet nearly as long as 
himself, on which ho blew two most ter- 
rific blasts, excruciating in English ears. 
These sounds were prolonged, and 
seemed to sink down through a long 
wailing discord inexpressibly painful to 
listen to, but not ^infrequently to be 
heard iu that district of the Punjab. 
The effort of blowing tlie trumpet is 
considerable, and we were glad to make 
this an excuse for hearing no more oi it, 
and submitted with the best grace we 
could to a performance of torn-torn, 
while two more men exercised their 
lungs upon horrid little trumpets of u 
smaller size. When these were dis- 
missed we had a kind of duet all on one 
note from two men, one of whom beat a 
amall drum open at one end, like a very 
deep tambourine, while another played 
upon something like a four-striuged 
banjo. 
The lower part of this instru- 


ment was made of a gourd, and two of 
;he strings were passed through blue 
jlass beads, while the other two were 
•uised by cowries of different sizes ; the 
mrijo was further adorned by the green- 
md-gold label from some English cot- 
on-reel or piece ot calico, stuck ou the 
stem by way of ornament. 


Perhaps tliis concert was an unusual 


amount of native music for English peo- 
ple to hear at once, but no one can l>e 
o:ig in India without meeting with 
some of it.—Trnifile Jlar.

Short in stature, compact iu build, 


with well expanded chest, limbs of 
shapely mold, with muscles ot iron en- 
durance, small extremities, delicate au- 
keln, they are R marvel of strength.

The Rikisha men are not so heavily 
molded, being of much Blighter build, 
but they are also full of muscle, though 
not so prodigally developed.

tigue these men undergo aud withstand 
can be partially estimated when it is 
remembered that it is not considered an 
extraordinary feat for them to travel 
forty miles a day with their seated pas- 
senger. No matter how hot it may be; 
while the passenger is complaining ol 
the heat he is being whirled along and 
protected by his umbrella from the rays 
of the sun, the motive power never flags. 
The Eikisha man keeps up a pace like a 
deer, his body generallybaro to the suu, 
being guiltless of clothing that coulc 
iiiconveuienoa the free movement of the 
body or limbs. He taken but the slight 
est quantity of refreshment while on the 
road—a cup of tea and a modicum o' 
rice being the extent of his gormandiz 
ing during the travel.

Perhaps the chief distinctive marh 


to be noted in comparing the Moslem's 
Koran with the Christian's Holy Bible 
is that the Koran is believed to have no 
human element at all. Nor is it ever 
held to be a record of what Mohammed 
said or did . for that is recorded in the 
auditions. The Koran was a wholly 
objective, not a subjective revelation. It 
w«s i evealed to one man only. 
It did 


not pas- through many men's minds 
dm in" miccevive generations for nearly 
2.WK) jenrs like theChnstian revelation. 
The continuous subjectivity of our sacred 
sciiptures, protracted through BO long a 
period, and the fact of pur acknowledg- 
ing a hnmnii element in them, causes 
the Mn^elman to place them in the 
s»me category with bis Sunnah or tra- 
dition. According to his view even our 
Gospels me not a direct revelation, but 
only a recoi d of Christ's words and ac- 
tions compiled by hi:) followers and 
handed down lo others. Though admit- 
ted to be inspired, the inspiration is ol 
a very different kind from that of the 
Koran. It is au imparting of ideas, not 
of words. Tho very wordf, of the Koran, 
on the other hand, and indeed the whole 
complete book, not a mere portion of it, 
descended from God in a fixed and un- 
alterable form on one particular night, 
called "the night of power," though 
happily for Mohammed's purposes its 
descent was arrested at the lowest of the 
seven heavens. There it remained treas- 
ured up, or, so to speak, stored away in 
reserve, portion after portion being de- 
livered as successive declarations of doc- 
trine, law, or state policy became 
needed. Then an audible voice commu- 
nicated each word in a low tone to Mo- 
hammed, or, as some say, whispered 
every sentence into his ear. 
This ac- 


counts for the constant repetition of the 
word "say" before each revelation. A 
very important factor in tho success of 
this wonderful book, which, notwith- 
standing its unequal mei it, utter want of 
system, and the adulteration of its sub- 
lime ideas by a frequent admixture of 
puerile and false teaching, i« still revered 
as a direct emanation from God by 
ibout loO.OOO.UOO of human beings, was 
without doubt this disjointed and frag- 
mentary delivery. It was never iu fact 
ither written or composed like any 
jther book. It grew like patchwork, 
ittlfl bv little, piece after piece, patch 
added "to patch. 
Kven the Koran's 


warmest admirers must admit that it 
las often the appearance of being clum- 
sily botched. Tho Koran's own account 
of itself is that it descended in a succes- 
sion of parcels. Some ot these parcels 
vere delivered at Mecca, some at Mc- 
iina, during a period of twenty-three 
years, the angel Gabriel being the sup- 
josed medium of delivery. About ninety 
>f the 114 chapters, or more than two- 
hirds of the whole, are thought to have 
>een the proportion assignable to the 
VIecca period; and of these the earlier 
portions, delivered at a time when Mo- 
mmmed really believed himself to be 
ntirred by divine impulses, though spok- 
in in plain prose, are. full of poetic 
fire. They are the utterances oi an en- 
thusiast wrought up by an intense con- 
sciousness of the truth of his prophetic 
message, and often rise to great sublim- 
ity.—Nineteenth Century.

How Coin Is Shipped. 


Gold crosses the ocean pretty innch 


as does every other kind of freight. 
The kegs in which it is packed— 
<;sp4cie kegs," as they are called— 
are made qf extra hard wood. They 
must have an extra iron hoop, and 
their workmanship must be above 
the ordinary. 
Specie is not thrown 


loosely into a keg, nor, upon the 
other "hand, is it carefully wrapped 
in tissue paper and piled up, one 
coin upon another. 
The keg serves 


only ab a protection for canvas bags 
into which the gold is placed in the 
ordinary hit-and-miss fashion of pen- 
nies in a Jersey farmer's wallet. The 
canvas of these bags is especially 
stout, and the ends are sewed par- 
ticularly strong. Into each bag goes 
$3.000, and ten bags fill each keg. 
So that each keg that rolls out of the 
Bank of America is worth the round 
sum of 150,000, plus the cost of the 
cask itself and the value of a yard or 
two of rough canvas. 
In the inter- 


ests of security each keg is treated 
to what is technically known among 
the shippers as the "red taping" 
process. 
At the end of the keg, in 


tho projecting rims of the stave above 
the head, are bored four holes of 
equidistant intervals. 
A piece of 


red tape is run through these holes, 
crossing on the head of the keg, and 
the ends finally meet in the center. 
At the point of meeting the tape is 
t,oaled to the keg's head by hard 
wax, bearing the stamp of the ship- 
per. 
Any meddling with kegs must 


break the tape or wax, and BO on the 
trip across the ocean it is an easy 
matter to watch the valuable consign- 
ment and detect any attempt to in- 
terfere with it.

and Michigan Canal, adopted; but 
it has been difficult to determine 
just how the voto stood.

Treasurer, leaving a possibility that 
tho Prohibition, Greenback and scat- 
tering vote on that office may not 
havo been reported in some in- 
stances and, in order to settle tho 
point tho Spci-etary of State yester- 
day sc>ut out circulars to the Clerks 
of all the counties in tho state, ask- 
ing such totals to bo sent in over a 
certificate.

ancy referred to above, and gives the

The vote of Cook county is prob- 


ably about 83,000; but there is no 
likelihood that the state house prop- 
osition has made any important gain 
there, and as the entire vote for state 
treasurer is certainly in the neigh- 
borhood of 500,000 that measure is 
clearly lost. The proposition to cede 
the canal has enough in its favor, 
without knowing the Cook county 
vote, to place its adoption 
beyond 


question.

Since the close of the fiscal year, 
however, tho arrivals have decreased 
somewhat, aggregating for the three 
months ended Sept, 30, T58,021, 
against 171,805 during the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1881.

Brief mention was made in these col- 


umns yesterday that improvements of 
more than ordinary importance to the 
business interests of Decatur were in pro- 
gress on the grounds oEthe Union Iron 
Works, at the corner of East William and 
Morgan streets. The proprietors of the 
works are Measre. James Millikin, J. W. 
Russell and C.C. Bnrronghs. Lastevemng 
a EEPUBMCAN reporter visited their ex- 
tensive establishment and made a few 
notes of general interest to our readers, 
all of whom are concerned in the material 
growth of the manufacturing enterprises 
in Decatur. The .large brick buildings 
have become too small for the rapidly 
growing business of the firm, and it has 
became necessary, though winter is near- 
ly at hand, to enlarge the establishment 
in order that the firm may be enabled to 
fill its orders that come from all parts ot 
the country. The ground west of the 
present buildings is being cleared of iron 
and timber to make room for a separate 
foundry structure, 45 feet wide and CO 
feet long, which is to be erected at once. 
The old foundry department, 50x00 feet 
feet in size, will be converted into ma- 
chine and storage rooms, and to accom- 
plish this n flooring will have to be put in 
to form a second story, as the old foun- 
dry was one room from the ground up to 
the top of the second story building. The 
large frame storage house which stood al 
the rear of the oflice will be removed 
aronnd on the west side of the works and 
will front on William street. The new 
foundry will be a frame with solid brick 
foundation, and will be built on tlit 
north and west side of the grounds, with- 
in ten feet of the alley. 


These expensive changes will more than 


double the capacity of the works, and will 
furnish employment to 45 or 50 more men 
—making a total of about 90 employes. 


The great specialty of the firm is the 


manufacture of various sizes of the cele- 
brated "Western Corn Shelter," so popu- 
lar with millers everywhere. The firm, 
besides doing all sorts of foundry work, 
will also soon re-engage in the manufac- 
ture of steam engines. When all of the 
changes planned are perfected, the book- 
keepers, Alex. Montgomery and Will Car- 
ter, will have a new and more comforta- 
ble office in the west end of the brick 
building, on the ground floor, fronting on 
William street. It is designed to have all 
the improvements alluded to completed 
within n few weeks.

There is anxiety 


on every hand m respect to the weather 
and the" extent of the damage by storms 
and by the attacks of Insects. 
Dealers 


in other articles than grain and provi- 
sions are deeply interested in the pro- 
duction of the->e articles. 
They are 


careful to gain, the fullest information 
possible about the prospect for crops in 
every section of the country before they 
sell large bills of goods on credit. 
The 


value of every day of sunshine is care- 
fully estimated in a thousand counting- 
rooms. The damage inflicted by a severe 
and long protracted storm is calculated 
[ n the same way. The worth of sun and 
heat is fully appreciated. 


A larger proportion of the inhabitants 


of this country are directly engaged in 
agriculture than can be found m almost 
any c ountry 
in the 
world. In the 


great markets where the commerce _of 
all nations center we exchange grain, 
meat, cotton, and tobacco for manufac- 
tured articles. If we do not produce 
them in abundance we have nothing with 
whibh wo can carry on foreign trade. 
Om tariff laws, designed to build up do- 
mestic manufacture! s U) supply local 
consumption, have an injmions effect 
on the manufacture of articles for ex- 
port. The prosperity of nearly a1! our 
manufactures depends on the produc- 
tion of raw materials that < an be woi Ic- 
ed up.

A 
large proportion ot our people depend 
on the crops they laise fur the means to 
purchase manufactured goods of every 
kind.

manufactured 


articles of necessity can be purchased 
by people living m tho country. It 
they are large, they can indulge in ar- 
ticles that conduce to comfort or minis- 
ter to luxury. People in the country 
adapt themselves to their incomes bet- 
ter than people who live in cities. They 
are more secluded, and on that account 
can get alone better with poor furniture 
and articles of clothing 


The prosperity of all our great trans- 


portation companies depends on our ag- 
ricultural prosperity. The largest pro- 
portion of our freight cars are built for 
earning grain, live stock, and dairy 
products. Many of our leading; railro' U 
were constructed for the tiansportati in 
of farm products. 
Several of thi 


could not pay tho ordinary mnniii 
expenses if they relied on passcng 
traffic and the carrying of mariufactuie,d 
goods for support. 
When crops tin 


good the trains run on them sue many 
and long. 
When crops are poor the 


re\ereo in both particulars is true. 
What is true of railroad transpoitation 
is also true of steamboat and vessel 
tran«portation. 
The latter, no loss 


than the former, were built for the most 
part for carrying farm products and 
farm supplies As the country becomes 
older its prosperity depends more and 
more on agriculture,. 
At one time a 


large portion of our people were en- 
gaged in marketing the natural produc- 
tion of tho country. 
They killed wild 


aninvvl'- and sent thair skins to market, 
Thoj i ' i t down foin^ts that wore not 
planted by the h iml of in in 
They 


washed surface gold out of fiulchos, anil 
became rich chmtly through the opera- 
tions of nature. 
Many lived on the 


product of the chase. They ate the flesh 
of wild animals and birds, and sold the 
skins of the former 
In many parts of 


the country civilized men produced the 
articles they ate and wore in the same 
way that savages did. The natural 
products of the country supplied many 
of the articles that in most pm ts ot 
the world are obtained only by continu- 
ous and persistent toil. On this account 
many supported life by hunting and 
fishing. 
At present it is necessary to 


plant in order to reap, to breed and 
feed cattle in order to have meat, to till 
the ground in order to have crops. 
Times arc prosperous or the reverie 
according to the production of cultivat 
ed crops.

"Bitting the Colt." 


Much has been said and written In 


reg.ird to "bitting the colt," and "bit- 
ting mftohuios" have been devised tor 
the'purpose. Much damage has been 
done colts' months by the use of these 
"bitting machines." There is no need 
of anything of the kind. The colt can 
gradually become accustomed to the bit. 
The advice of W. H. H. Murray in this 
matter, as given in his work entitled 
"The Perfect Horse," is excellent. He 
says. "The true way to bit a colt is not 
to bit him at all; that is, let him bit 
himself. When my colts are one year 
old I begin to teach them to hold a bit 
in their mouth. The Bit is of pine, some 
half inch in diameter, and five inches in 
length. This piece of soft wood is held 
in the mouth by acord tied to either end, 
and passing over the head back of the 
ears. The colt loves to have this in his 
mouth, because it enables him to briu" 
forward the teething process. He win 
bite it and work it over in his mouth, 
and enjoy it hngely. He will welcome 
it, and w'lll actually reach out and open 
his mouth for it as a trained horse will 
for the bit. After a few days you can 
tie strings, making miniature reins, to 
this bit, and teach the colt the proper 
use for It. When this is done he is ready 
for the regular steel bit. Put your bri- 
dle on with a leather bit, large and 
pliant, throw your check line, if your 
bridle has one attached, into the pigsty, 
get into your wagon, and drive off. This 
Ts all the 'bitting' that your colt needs. 
Treated in this way, he will have a 
lively, yielding, sensational mouth. He 
will take the bit bravely when working 
up to his speed, but yield readily to the 
driver's will.—N. Y. <<<'«». 


Thorough f iilthatlon of Corn. 


The value of corn as an article of food 


for man and beast should lead the farm- 
er both to give the greatest possible at- 
tention to its cultivation. 
No other 


ordinary crop yields better returns for 
the amount of labor bestowed upon it, 
and, indeed, to secure a good crop the 
most thorough cultivation is not only 
desirable, but absolutely necessary. The 
planting once done, the work should bo 
consideied as but little more than begun. 
As soon as the growth is sufficient to bo 
distinguished from the 
surrounding 


weeds, tho field should be hoed, the 
weeds cut down, and the ground loos- 
ened »nd mellowed. It is too often the 
case that no attention is given the crop 
until large enough to harrow, when the 
srround lias become baked and dry and 
the corn is choked by weeds. Later on 
comes 
the 
plowing or harrowing, 


which should be thoroughly and care- 
fully done. There is no reason why a 
large portion of the field should be in- 
jured or destroyed by "tramping out,]' 
or plowing out, and a little care in this 
diiection will lesult in much good. 
Then the hoeing which follows should 
be considered as a most important part 
of the work of cultivation, and can not 
be too thoroughly performed. 
The dirt 


should be loosened about the hills, and 
roots where the plow or harrow has not 
ouclied, and every part of tho ground 
overturned. Later in the season, and 
\v hen it is generally thought unneoessa- 
ij to bestow further attention upon the 
< 01 n-field, a second or third hoeing will 
pioduce good results. The soil can not 
be too often stirred and softened and 
exposed to the warmth of the sun, the 
latler condition being one of the princi- 
pal requisites to a healthy growth and 
fruitful yield. 
Faithfully performed, 


the work given to the cultivation of corn 
will yiold manifold. 
The failure to se- 


'•uie'it good crop is quite as often due to 
a la 'k of proper cultivation as to any 
other adverse condition —Ar.
